my turn to th is metal for ammuni­ 
tion cases. Steel cartridges are also 
being issued to soldiers. 
Attempts 
h ave been made to ma'ke th e steel 
cases available for use in mach ine 
guns but h ave not been successful. 
Captured automombiles from th e 
Germans are almost with out brass 
copper. 
Motors 
h ave 
wooden 
tires instead of rubber. 
Estimates from prisoners give a- 
bout 15 per cent of German infantry 
made up of men 21 to 22 y ears old. 
From 12 to 15 per cent of men aver­ 
age 20 y ears old. 
Lads of 19 are 
now being brough t to th e front in 
arge numbers and about 5 or 10 per 
cent of th e figh ting infantry is made 
up of th ese y oungsters.

tion of the 24 3 villages destroyed in 
its immediate vicinity.

While Noyon as a 
city suffered less from the German 
destruction than any 
of the 
sur­ 
rounding towns and villages the in­ 
habitants suffered all the extortions, 
cruelty and privations that the Ger­ 
mans were able to inflict. 
Now’ that their immediate and fu­ 
ture wrants have 
been guaranteed, 
they are quite happy to allow all of 
the various chanties from all over 
the w’orld, w’ho originally flocked to 
the *help of Noyon, to extend their 
help to the more devastated towns 
and districts for a score of miles 
around. 
On one side of the principal streets 
of Noyon, Baron de Rothschild has 
opened a warehouse and stocked it 
at his own expenses with all the ar­ 
ticles the war-stricken inhabitants 
are likely to need. 
On the opposite side of the same 
street, two American ladies have 
opened a warehouse and stocked it 
with pretty much the same lines of 
ueoessîties. 
The 
competition 
be­ 
tween the two establishments is the 
keenest of any kind that exists at 
Noyon1—even keener than the pro- 
veiibial competition betw’een the mili­ 
tary and the civil authorities. 
The American ladies have 
their 
own motor truck and personally car­ 
ry their supplies into the little homes 
to which they are destined. 
Baron 
de Rothschild does not possess a 
motor truck and his distribution has 
to be made by the military automo­ 
biles.

Coal Enough to go Around 
Not only food but fuel is a vital 
need of this country and of our al­ 
lies—coal to run the shop s and rail­ 
roads, to feed the iron furnaces and 
furnish steam for all the manufac­ 
turing p lants, coal in greater quan­ 
tities than have 
ever 
before been 
mined in the United States-or in any 
p art of the world—and this need is 
being met in truly American fashion 
by the op erators and owners of the 
mines and by the diggers of 
coal. 


With these words, Secretary Frank­ 
lin K. Lane uegan his statement re­ 
garding the coal situation as report­ 
ed to him by the statisticians of his 
department. 
The p roduction of coal in the 
United States last y ear, he contin­ 
ued, was the greatest in the history 
of the country . A new record, how­ 
ever, was set for the first six months 
of this y ear, fully 27 0,000,000 tons 
of bituminous coal 
being p roduced 
since January 1st, thus ex ceeding the 
outp ut of the first six months of last 
y ear by about 20,000,000 tons. Even 
better Hews is that the limit has not 
y et been reached, for as the rail­ 
roads are able to work out to better 
advantage the p roblem of car sup ­ 
p ly and give to the 
mines greater 
facilities for transp orting their p ro­ 
duct to market, the sup p ly of coal 
that reaches the consumer will be in 
steadily increasing qnantities. In the 
early months of 19 17 , because of the 
congestion of the railroads and the 
difficulties 
of 
transp ortation, 
the 
p roduction of bituminous 
coal fell 
behind the high mark set in January 
and February , a y ear ago. As a re­ 
sult of the p atriotic and earnest en­ 
deavor of the railroad officials and 
the coal op erators and rep resenta­ 
tives of mine workers who have vol­ 
unteered their services to the Fed­ 
eral Government in this emergency , 
p roduction has been sp eeded up with­ 
in the last few months and the out­ 
p ut of soft coal which in May ex ­ 
ceeded all p revious records, was sur- 
p assèd in June. 
Desp ite the ex tra demand in this 
country and the urgent needs of our 
allies, no one with the facts before 
him can doubt that the coal industry , 
under the careful guidance of those 
now directing its welfare, will be able 
to sup p ly all needs. 


The difficulty of distribution' now 
so great will be intensified, however, 
in the coming winter months. 
Jnst 
as consumers of foodstuffs are being 
nrged to eliminate all waste and to 
p ractice sensible 
economy , so 
the 
consumer of coal must do his share 
in working out the coal p roblem by 
unloading every coal ear as fast as 
it is received, and in imp roving their 
p lants so as to utilize to the fullest 
the heat 
value of the 
coal 
that 
reaches their bins. 
In stop p ing the 
coal p anic and in ex p editing a condi­ 
tion of fuel 
sufficiency , every con­ 
sumer can do his bit.

Noyon, France, June 20 (By Mail) 


-—'Jfoyon, which has been adopted toy 
citizens of Washington, who will un- 
dertake is reconstruction, is not in 
the least bit seflish about its good 
luck, and has constituted itself into 
a center for all of the various acti- 
vities looking towards the restora- 
tion of the 243 villages destroyed in 
its immediate vicinity. 


This does not mean -thait the in- 


habitants of Npypn itself are help- 
ing the outside villages, as that is 
quite 'impossible. While Noyon as a 
city suffered less from the German 
destruction than any 
of the sur- 


rounding towns and villages the in- 
habitants suffered all the extortions, 
cruelty and privations that the Ger- 
mans were a'ble to inflict. 


Now that their immediate and fu- 


ture wants have 
been guaranteed, 


they are quite happy to allow all of 
the various charities from all over 
the world, who originally flocked to 
the 'help of Noyon, to extend their 
help to the more devastated towns 
and districts for a score of miles 
around. 


On one side of the principal streets 


of Noyon, Baron de Rothschild has 
opened a warehouse and stocked it 
at his own expenses with all the ar- 
ticles the war-stricken inhabitants 
are likely to need. 


On the opposite side of the same 


street, two American ladies have 
opened a warehouse and stocked it 
with pretty much the same lines of 
necessities. -. The 
competition be- 


tween ^he two establishments is the 
keenest of any .kind that exists at 
Noyon1—even keener than the pro- 
jveribial competition between the mili- 
tary and the civil authorities. 


The American Indies have their 


own motor truck and personally ear- 
[ry their supplies into the little homes 
to which they are destined. Baron 
de Rothschild does not possess a 
motor, trueik and his distribution has 
to be made by the military automo- 
biles. 


Just as Washington has adopted 


FNoyon, and will .undertake its re-
